rconviction of defeat, is differently regarded’ 


by the Chinese. The Comt have removed 
to Hsianfu, where they: are for a time unas- 


sailably, and Peking matters nothing to the |’ 


Empire, while the Government are at liber ty 
and in & position to maké terms with the in. 
vader, Moreover, for some reason, which is 
interpreted no doubt by the Chinese in the 
opposite sense to what is understood by 
foreiyners, the area of hostilities has ‘been 
confined mainly, to. the province of Chibli 
and a seclion of Manchuria. In fact, the 
quarrel utdy uot unlikely be regarded by 
Chinese as ene between ‘the foreigners and 
the Mauehus; it hardly, voncerns the. Chis 
nese = nation. 
‘baré probably, not got to the end of their 
resvurces. They are possessed of a great deal’ 
of cunning, ,and they may have some cards 
up their sleeve. which they hope will assist 
their game very materially, If wile and 
procrastination do not. work sufficiently for 
thei, they will show themselves ready to 
strike the momeut: any udvantage . offers. 
The question is really whethér they can 
rely upon the Vicerdys to obey thé Imperial 
mandate. If so, there is bound to be seri- 
ous trouble'yet, and.the: peace negotiations 
proposed are a mere blind to ditéct attention 
froin the position. ‘The Empresa Dowager, 
Prince Tuan; and General ‘Tune. Fousianc 
are, irreconcilable, Prince Cura and Lr 
Huno-cnana are sitting on tho-fence,®and 
the Yangtze Viceroys only ueed 10 witness 
one or two Chinese successes to convert 


them ipto active supporters of the Govern- 4 


ment. At present, they observe a praise- 
worthy. neutrality, but if the Empress 
Dowager should take: up her wbode in 
Wuchang*how long would Caane Care 
TuxG be able to maintain his present at- 
titude? It is important, therefore, in the 
uteresty of the Powers, that the so-called 
Govérnment, or at any rate the Eurperor’ 
Kwane Hsu,’ should be brought ‘back to’ 
Peking and there placed under _ tutelage 
until ‘some satisfactory settlement cim be 
arrived at. He must nat be allowed to fall 
into the hands of any one Power, for: the 
tulelage aforesaid must be for the general 
good, to bring about the pacification. of the 
Empire, its commercial and industrial de- 
velopment, the. maintenance of. foreigu

Ass sort of retort; the Russions levelled their 
rifles‘at the British and tried to make them 
believe that, .as the palace ‘jad, been hand- 
led over. to the, Chinese authorities, théy,, 
the British, had no right to enter the gato, and 
finally commanded thom to ‘retreat. A fracas 
botween the two parties then ongned, but the 
Bnglish being in » grout minority. were driron 
back. ‘The British soldiera generally wore 
greatly enraged cn hearing of this engagement, 
and their commander told the Russian author- 
ities: first, the Russians were not entitled to 
mount gusr¢ on the p gate; aceondly, those 
Ravsians who attacked. the Guglish must be 
‘uy punished.

The oa¢otts 
which defended them ¢onsisted—offlcers included’ 
of 400 men, to whom may be added 80 velun- 
teers armed with. carbines. of yarious.; jtypes -or, 
‘with sporting guns. They possessed an Ltalian 
37mm. gun, a Maxim, and an Austrian and a 
Amorican mitraierse. Tho Italian, Japanese, 
and Russian datachments, especially the two 
former, hed buta scanty armament, The num- 
ber of troops which this handful of foreigners of 
all nationalities hail to combat may be estimated 
at 5,000 or 6,000; These troops, provided with 
Maurer or Manulicher rifles, possessed ‘consider- 
able‘strength in artillery, but they utilised only. 
afew of their guns. They had an enotmons | 
quantity of mutitions, They were backed and’ 
served by more Boxers and coolies than. they 
could employ, and all the arsenals and magaziner, 
admirably provided, wsre open to them. The 
Government would have freely piven ther all 
the rainforeoments which they might have 
deemed necessary. They have fired mors’ than 
3,500 canndn-projectiles and millions of cart- 
ridges, large and amull. :

If, 
moreoyer, tho Chinese had had some courage 
and had attempted to storm our walls and 
barricades, we should have ‘been. overwhelmed 
by the numerical superiority which: thoy 
could bring against us, If from July 17 
wo. had not profiftel by a kind. of inter- 
mittent armistice, all the cannes of which itis 
difficult to unravel, the losses which we ‘should 
have undergone—estimating thom ‘by the pro- 
Portions of those which had been inflicted upon 
ig up to the partial suspension of the firing — 
would have reduced us to impotence. More- 
over, our munitions would have heen entirely 
exhausted before the possibility of our relief. 
If the international army erriving on August 
14 in the Chinese capital had postponed ‘its 
entry for 24 hourk, it would probably not hare 
found us any longer living.
